SENDS OUT 


Attacks Mayor Jones But 


Admits He Does Not 
Know Exact Financial 
Condition of City 


Harry Hinkson, democratic can- 


didate for mayor has issued a let- 
ter to the voters of the city, out- 
lining his claims for the office. 


He disusses the claims of Mayor 


Jones to credit for the contract 
between the city and the N. Y. C. 
Ry., on the grade crossing en- 
terprise, and states that in his opin- 
ion the railway company will live 
up to their contract. Jones he de- 
clares claims that the city is likely 
to lose money if he is not retained 
in office until the work is com- 
pleted, but Hinkson believes the 
contract can be enforced no matter 
who is mayor. 


He criticises the

of 


"thin steel water pipe," instead of 
buying cast iron or steel pipe from 
the National Tube Co. Also he as- 
serts that even though Jones dis- 
plaims any responsibility for the

mains that the pipe is ^here. Hink^ 
son says that Jones asserts that he 
should be kept in office until 
the

for life-time. 


He says Jones claims credit for 


enforcing the laws.

"British statesmen concede that 


the United States is acting wisely 
in holding aloof from participation 
in a league of nations of the type 
drafted by Woodrow Wilson, but 


they regret any

rest in the belief 
that you cannot

keynote the Earl 
o f 
Birkenhead, 


for many years 
a member of the 


lord chancellor, expressed in a re- 
cent interview. 


The earl's opinion is that Presi- 


dent Wilson's represenation of the 
United Slates brought about pre- 
mature or at least ill-considered 
peace 


"But do not take my emphasis 


for aggressiveness," he said "Brit- 
ish statesmen do not look upon it 
as the fault of the people of the 
United States that the 
two 
na- 


tions have been unable to come to- 
gether. 
They do feel, 
however, 


that it is the misfortune of Europe 
that we had to accept aa the mouth- 
piece of your great nation a man 


some extent In practically all of 
the southern states with the possi- 
ble exception of Texas. 


"So far as the negro ig concern- 


ed, the migration movement has its 
advantages and boine 
disadvant- 


ages 
European emigration being 


restricted, northern employers of 
labor arc turning to the one avail- 
able source of supply, and while I 
relfcize it complicates to some ev- 
tent the race problem In the north. 
I have been surprised at the ease 
with which the negro who has mi- 
grated has been able to adjust him- 
self to the conditions

meets in the north. On the other

north has adjusted itself 
to

negro also surprise me. 


"The negro haf the advantage 


in the north of high wages,

without doubt a better chance for 
the education of nis children.
